LOUISIANA. 

The  next  view  propofcd  to  be  ta^en  of 
this  fubject,  was  tne  probable  effects  which 
the  cellion  would  have  upon  the  Lomnurce  of 
the  Western  Country.  A  writer  in  a  federal 
paper  has  endeavored  to  imprels  it  upon  bur 
minds,  that  the  French  government  will  not 
roiifider  our  treaty  with  Spain  at.  binding  upon 
her,  fince  Ihe  was  no  party  to  the  contract,  and 
that  therefore  our  right  to  the  free  navigati- 
on of  the  Millillippi,  will  probably  be  coiueft- 
e:!%  This  fear  is  not  better  founded  than  the 
one  which  proceeded  from  the  fear  of  i"ren<  h 
ambition.  No  principles  of  the  law  of  nati- 
ons are  better  cftabhilied,  than  that  treaties 
made  by  any  governrrcnt  are  binding  upon 
its  fuceeffors  ;  and  that  however  after  a  coun- 
try or  province  may  be  conquered,  the  treaties 
iii  fcicc  respecting  it,  are  binding  upon  the 
conqueror?. *  Now,  the  right  to  the  free  and 
undidurbec.  navigation  of  the  Millillippi  is 
fecured  to  us  in  our  treaty  with  Spain.  Ly 
the  principles  of  the  law  of  nations  which  have 
befn  mentis  ucd.  Oils  treaty  muil  become  bind; 
ing  upoi.  any  government  which  may  here-' 
after  rule  ^ '.'ae  Floridas  and  Lcuiiana, 
and  wiil  therefore  be  binding  on  France. 
But  her  Guarantee  of  this  important  right  to 
us,  ::i  17  78-  wilWTord  her  no  pretext  for  vi- 
olating it.  In  anyeXeht,  however,  force  will 
at  all  times  fecure  us  the  right.  It  is  very 
true,  if  we  mult  light  one  nation,  policy  would 
direct  our  a.  ms  ugaihlt  Spain,  becaufe  (he  it 
far  leis  powerful,  and  of  a  lefs  ciiterprifing 
character.  But  the  knowledge  poflefTcd  by 
France,  that  if  tlje  contelt  comes  on,  (he  mult 
lefe,  and  wc  mult  gain  ;  that  war  will  be  at- 
tended on  her  part  with  the  lots  of  blood  and 
treafure,  whilll  on  ours  it  will  be  attended 
with  conqueft,  and  an  increale  of  important 
territory,  mult  fecure  us  againft  any  ctaogcrs 
of  *hij  kind.  If  France  dt  fires  the  poHbon 
bf  Lrtiinana,  furely  fh;  will  attempt  no  pro- 
ject which  may  endanger  it  ;  and  this  poffeflf- 
9<i  will  be  endangered  by  a  quarrel  with  Ame- 
rica.' Not  only  would  Ihe  have  to  fear  the 
power

£urope,  all  of  whom  are  jealous  of  her  am- 
bition, ar.d  (matting  under  the  wounds  Ihe 
has  inflicted  on  them. 

But  a  greater  fecurity  for  the  free  navigati- 
on of  the  Miifilisppi,  til ifes,  from  that  very 
ambition  which  generate!  our  fears.  Bona- 
parte wiflies  the  Frericrf  nation  to  profper, 
hecaufc  BUglory  and  popularity  are  interefled 
in  her  prosperity*  His  fucccfTors,  whoever 
they  may  be,  will  be  infiucrced  by  the  fame 
motives.  We  are  informed  that  the  conful  is 
now  endeavoring  to  rouT;  the  fpirit  of  com- 
mercial enterprize  in  France,' and  to  fecure 
the  dependence  of  the  colonies,  becaufe  he  is 
fenfible  that  commerce  is  important  to  every 
European  nation.  The  more  extepfive  the 
commerce  of  France,  the  greater  will  be  the 
market  for  her  produce  and  manufactured 
Now,  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  is 
important  to  any  nation  in  Europe.  ■  The 
governments  of  Great-Britain  and  France 
mult  think  to,  or  they  would  not  have  ihewn" 
fo  great  a  difpefition  to  monopolize  it.  The 
polTelfion  of  New-Orleans  will  give  any  nation 
which  is  difpofed  to  be  commercial,  a  great 
advantage  over  others.  It  will  fecure  them 
the  whole  commerce  of  the  weltern  country, 
a  country  i  ifing  into  importance,  and  progref- 
finginall  the  arts  which  adorn  civilized  life. 
Is  it  probable  then,  that  the  French  govern- 
ment would  purfne  any  meafures  which 
mould  endanger  the  fafetv  of  this  important 
pbfleffion  ?  Or  which  fhould  offend 
•I  important  people?  It  cannot  be  be- 
lieved. France,  then,  is  not  only  interelted 
in  our  friendtiiip,  but  alfo  in  our  commercial 
profpenty  ;  lince  our  provifions  will  be  a 
never  failing  fupply  for  her  navy  and  illands, 
and  our  raw  materials,  particularly  our  hemp, 
cotton  and  flax,  for  every  fpecies  of  her  ma- 
tiuiarturcs.  Our  wants,  in  return,  will  be 
fupplied  by  her  furplus  commodities,  produce 
and  manufactures. 

The  commercial  fituation  of  t)ie  greater 
part  of  the  weftcrn  country,  cannot  however, 
Be  much  worfe  than  it  is  at  prefem.  Neither 
quantities  of  fl.iur,  beef,  pork,  hemp  or  tobac- 
co, can  be  fold  at  New-Orleans  ;  nor  are 
there  veflels  to  find  for  us  diltant  markets. 
Nor  are  our  prolperts  when  we  look  into  fu- 
turity, very  nattering.  The  country  where 
our  principlal  merchants  are  to  live,  is  poflef- 
fed  by  a  people  dellitute  of  enterprize,  industry 
or  capital;  the  genius  of  whofe  government 
is  inimical  to  commerce,  dcipotic  in  its  na- 
ture, fufpicious,  illiberal,  an  ]  tyrannical. t 
What  are  we  to  promife  oorfelyel  if  this  peo- 
ple continue  in  the  poffelfion  of  this  import- 
nnt  country.  We  ca1inr>t  expert  them  to  find 
us  markets.  Even  if  they  poiTcffed  the  funds 
to  purchafe,  they  could  not  confume  our  pro-

Is  this  character  capable  of  becottoiii g  the  file 
carrier,  taitor,  and  merchant  for  Wcflern  A- 
merica  ?

the  money  of  the  Spanilh  crown.  A  fmall 
part  of  our  country  could  fupply  the  people 
and  government  with  tveiy  kind  of  pi.duce 
which  both  might  have  occ'tlion  for.  What 
is  to  be  done  with  the  furplus  ?  The  mer- 
chants of  Kentucky,  8ec.  do  not  poffefs  fufli- 
cient  capital  to  export  it.  The  length  of  time 
they  mud  he  out  of  their  nione^f  }  the  hazards 
they  mtift  run,  the  trull  they  would  have  to 
place  in  drangers,  together  with  the  uncer- 
tainty and  fluctuating  nature  of  their  dcrtined 
markets,  all  forbid  them  to  engage  in  the  com- 
merce. \  It  is  fufficielit  for  them  to  land  the 
produce  in  New-Orleans.  There  it  mud 
change  ow  ner:. — and  there  the  individual  mull 
live  who  istoexport  it — or  the  commerce  muli 
be  given  up.|| 

Nor  can  we  expert,  if  the  Spaniard  rules 
the  mouth  of  Millillippi,  that  Americans  from 
other  fiates  will  fettle  there  ;  or  if  they  do, 
we  cannot  promife  ourfelves  that  in  the  gene- 
ral they  will  be  men  of  probity  and  indepen- 
dence— and  fuch  alone  would  we  wilh  to  be- 
come our  agents.  Such  men  never  will  fub- 
ridt  to  the  rule  of  a  Spanilh  defpot,  whofe.  law  s, 
confined  to  his  own  bread,  are  executed  upon 
the  unhappy  v.ctim,  before  he  knows  of  their 
existence. 

Before  we  promife  ourfelves  that  we  lhall 
enjoy  all  the  advantages  defigned  for  the  in- 
habitants of  the  wtftein  country,  by  the  crea- 
tor of  the  u)ii\erfe,  wc  nl^Kfee  a  change  of 
p.  iftjrrS  ::n„r.  the  M.luliippJCt  r'd  thefc  niaf- 
ters  mult  be  a  people  whoferiujjjities  are  oppo- 
fite  to  the  Spaniards.  Wc  have  no  profpects 
that  Louifiana  will  ever  belong  to  the  Union, 
becaufe  we  have  no  pofleflion  which  we  can 
offer  France  and  Spain  in  exchange.  Wt 
therefore  Disfi  wilh  a  cefiion  to  take  pLce  to 
fome  power.  Perhaps  into  more  fortunate 
hands  for  us,  could  not  this  country  get,  than 
thofe  of  the  French.  The  commerce  of 
France  would  be  peculiarly  beneficial  to  this 
country.  The  French  are  an  artive  commer- 
cial people,  of  an  enterpriling  character,  fear- 
lefs  and  unfufpicious  in  their  temper,  liberal 
in  their  intercourfe  with  ftrangers,  and  polTef- 
f  d  of  capital  fuflicient  to  employ  millions. 
Such  people  will  purchafe  or  exchange  for 
every  fpecies  of  produce  which  we  offer  them 
— their  artivity  wiil  find  markets  for  ail  our 
commodities,  and  their  liberality  will  encou- 
rage us  to  frequent  their  ports.  Such  a  peo- 
ple may  become  our  fartoi  ^,  carriers  and  mer- 
chants— none  other*  are  fit  for  commercial  em- 
ployments— none  others  tan  ever  become  mer- 
chants for  all  the  people  which  at  fome  future 
day  will  be  fettled  upon  the  waters  dependent 
on  the  Mifiiffippi.  Commerce  flourifhes  with 
no  other  people — Action  and  enterprize  are 
the  foul  of  it.  Quick  fales,  rapid  exchanges, 
capital  often  employed,  promotes  the  fortune 
of  the  merchant,  and  the  profperity  of  that 
people  for  w  hich  they  are  agents.

J  Would  this  commerce  at  any  rate  be  be- 
nificial  to  our  country  ?  Would  it  not  re- 
move from  -is  that  active  capital  which  Ihould 
he  employed  in  tranfporting  our  produce  to 
Orleans,  and  in  improving  the  interior  of  our 
country  ?  Would  it  not  engage  many  of  our 
citizens  in  diltant  employments,  where  they 
would  hourly  feel  lefs  affection  and  love  for 

their  country,  and  lefs  intereft  in  its  affairs  

When  they  are  at  home,  their  attachment  to 
it  would  every  moment  increafe  !  Men  who 
accumulate  fonune?  abroad,  are  apt  to  form 
fon:e  Connexion  which  breaks  afunder  the  ties 
v.  hie',  bad  connected  them  with  their  coun- 
try, and  there  fettle  with  the  capital  they  had 
carried  from  home,  and  the  wealth  they  had 
acquired  whilft  they  were  abfent.  Better 
then  had  this  commerce  be  conducted  by 
ftrangers,  than  the  citizens  of  Kentucky  re- 
move to  Orleans  to  condurt  it  themfelves. 

||  It  may  be  remarked,  that  fix  dollars  per 
barrel  for  fitur,  to  a  Kentuckian,  is  lefs  profi- 
table than  fi\c,  to  a  merchant  of  New-Orleans 
— Out  of  the  former  price,  the  expences  of 
agents,  the  intereft  of  money,  inactivity  of 
capital  engaged  in  the  trade,  is  to  be  de- 
ducted. The  return  is  to  be  made  alfo 
by  a  circuitous  and  expensive  route,  which 
is  very  difadvantageous.  Whereas  the  Or- 
leans merchant  no  fooner  purr.hafes  than  he 
can    run    to  the    beit  market — his  flour 

is  foon  fold— his  return  is  immediate  his 

agent  is  himfilf,   or     under  ~.<t  own  eye  

and  he  is  fubject  to  none  of  the  inconveniences 
of  the  Kentuckian.

the  chapters  of  Cologne  and  Munlter)  is  to  be 

•he  cn-adjutor   of  Mentz.     Hell'-  DumlUdt    ffiformed  by  two  gentlemen  who  paffed 


ftadt,  and  a  part  of  Upper  Suabia.  The  in- 
demnities to  Pruffia  have  been  already  da- 
ted. 

A  letter  from  Conftantinople,  dated  May 
28,  fays,  "The  threatening  pofition  cf  Gior- 
,'iOfinan,  the  rebellious  Pacha,  at  Kirt  Eoel- 
tice,  twelve  leagues  from  Adrianople,  excite 
much  uneafinefs.    The  Grand  Seignor  hav 
commanded  the  captain  pacha  to  take  the 
command  of  the  troops  deftined  againft  the 
rebels,  and  which  arc  eftimated  at  52,000 
men.    Ofman,  it  is  raid,  ir.fifts  on  appearing 
in  perfon  before  the  Sultan,  to  accufe  his  en- 
emies, who  are  the  whole  caufe  of  his  rebel- 
lion.   He  avoids  the  Imperial  troops  as  much 
as  pcfiible,  and  it  is  fuppofed  will  try  V 
tire  towards  the  BUtk  Sea.    He  pro 
profound  fubniiflion  to  the  Sultan.  Hi 
my  is  not  eftimated  at  more  than  5,000  hoi 
and  a  few  foot. 

The  legion  of  honor  is  now  organized,  and 
a  decree  has  been  pnbli&cd  dividing  the  re- 
public into  16  parts,  in  each  of  which  ther' 
is  to  be  a  company  of  the  legion.  When 
this  inftitution  was  originally  propofed,  it 
was  eafy  to  fee  that  it  was  defigned  by  the 
chief  conful  to  be  a  means  of  fupporting  his 
authority.

Extract  of  a  letter  to  the  editor,  dated  St. 

Vintennes,  10th  September,  1803  even- 

ing. 

"The  council  with  the  Indians  was  opened 
this  morning.  The  chiefs  and  many  of  the 
warriors  of  the  Miami,  Sauk,  Wca,  Pian,  Ka- 
fhan,  Potawatamie,  Kickapoo,  Kalkafkias  and 
Eel  River  nations,  have  come  in,  accompani- 
ed by  about  five  hundred  young  men,  women 
and  child-en.  They  are  I  believe,  well  difpo- 
fed, and  highly  gratified  with  the  attention  ' 
paid  them  fince  their  arrival.  The  views  of 
government  towards  them  are  trulv  mag- 
nanimous. It  is  ardently  wifhed  to  amelio- 
rate their  favage,  barbarous  ftate,  and  place 
them  in  the  eafe  and  enjoyment  of  civilized 
life. 

«  The  Indians  have  been  grofsly  impofed 
upon  with  regard  to  the  United  States.  In 
a  drunken  frantic  fit,  they  view  us  as  old  wo- 
men— in  their  cooler  reflective  moments,  as 
plotting  their  deftrudtion.  Thofe  fettled  on 
the  Wabafti  and  White  rivers,  have  fince  the 
eftablilhment  of  a  government  here,  been  pi  in. 
cipatly  under  the  influence  of  the  Intendant  of 
Indian  affairs  ;  but  thofe  on  the  Miffiflippi, 
Ouinifconfin  and  Illinois  rivers,  and  the  lakes, 
have  been,  and  are  dill  completely  under  the 
controul  of  Britilh  agents.  That  treacherous 
hypocritical  nation  has  now  its  engines 
tpreading  de'.ufions  throughout  the  wedern 
country.  The  moft  active  meafures  have 
been  taken  to  frudrate  the  aflembling  of  the 
Indians  ;  perfuafions  and  prefents  have  been 
difTeminated  with  the  moft  vigilant  induftry, 
and  fome  have  been  taught  to  believe  they 
were  only  invited  here  to  be  inhumanly  butch- 
ered.

LONDON,  July  18. 
The  laft  letters  received  at  Vienna 
from  Hermanftadt,  in  Hungary  are  fir 
from  being  (atlafactory.  They  ftate  t'ut  a 
divifion  of  Paffwan  Oglou's  troops  have 
unexpectedly  invaded  Trtniylvania  from 
Wallachia  ;  and  his  unforefeen  nuve- 
ments  being  equally  rapid  and  ut'ptovo- 
Jced,  the  Aulhian  frontier  force  could 
not  afford  protection  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  country,  where  the  rebels  com- 
mitted great  excelfes.  Their  plan  was 
to  leize  the  public  money  in  different  vil- 
lages andfmall  towns,  but  the  fifcal  offi- 
cers efcaped.  The  Turks,  however,  o- 
vertook  feveral,  and  fcieed  the  public  mo- 
ney from  them,  and  harbaroully  cut  off 
the  arms  of  the  fugitives.  The  regi- 
ment of  Spleny  cavalry  haftened  to  ihefe 
diftricts  to  fuccour  the  inhabitants,  and 
in  fo  doing,  met  with  the  moft  obltinate 
lefiftance  on  the  part  of  the  Turks. 
The  Auflrians  had  a  number  of  men  kil- 
led and  wounded.  A  report  of  this  hao 
been  fent  to  the  emperor,  and  or*!  1  baVe 
been  received  for  four  regiments  of  horfe 
and  as  many  regiments  of  foot,  to  march 
«md  drive  the  invaders  from  the  fr-on- 
"tiers  ;  and  in  cafe  of  refiftance,  even 
to  purfue  them  to  the  heart  of  Walla- 
chia. 

It  is  very  certain  that  the  Imperial 
£abitiet  was  on  the  eve  of  meditating 
betwesn  the  Grand  Seignor,  and  Paff- 
wan Oglou  ;  but  occurrences  of  fuch  a 
hoftile  nature  may  probably  change  this 
kini  difpofition  on  the  part  of  the  Auf- 
trian  government,  and  induce  it  to  ufe 
coerfive  meafures  agnnft  the  Pacha, 
which  may  ultimately  furnifh  a  pre- 
tence for  a  fpeedy  quarrel  with  the 
Porte,  and  thus  produce  thofe  important 
changes,  which,  according  to  report,  are 
oath*  eve  of  taking  place  with  regard 
to  the  Turkifh  polfeffions  in  Europe. 

By  authentic  advices  from  Vienna,  the 
Porte  has  actually  tellified  his  wiflies  to 
the  emperor,  previous  to  the  invafion  of 
Wallachia,  to  apply  in  his  own  name  to 
Pallwran  Oglou,  to  be  more  fully  inform- 
ed of  his  real  defigns.  But  this  requeft, 
from  notions  of  i'uperior  dignity  was  wa- 
ved. But  lince  Paffwan  Oglou  has  inva- 
ded Wallachia,  the  Auftrian  comman- 
dant, at  the  dc-Hle  or  pafs,  called  Rothent- 
brum,  (red  tower)  has  been  defired  to 
fend  a  trumpet  with  a  letter  to  Paffwan 
Oglou,  to  aik  him  what  his  defigns  were, 
a'nd  what  conduct  he  meant  to  purfue 
with  regard  to  all  Auftrian  polfeffions  on 
that  part  of  the  frontiers. 

Paffwan  Oglou  gave  a  diftinguiflied  re- 
etpt^n  to  the  Imperial  officer  who 
brought  the  letter,  and  fent  him  back 
with  a  fealed  anfwer,  which  was  immedi- 
ately forwarded  to  Vienna,  and  in  which 
the  Pacha  expreffes  himlelf  to  this  pur- 
port : — 

"  The  Porte  certainly  made  a  conven- 
tion with  me  laft  year,  and  as  an  appa- 
rent fign  of  her  fatisfaction,  appointed 
nic  a  pacha  of  three  tails  ;  but  I  have 
irrefragible  proofs  in  hand  that  Hie  ne- 


ver was  actuated  by  motives  of  Rncerity 
towards  me,  and  has  cruelty  delinked 
my  lather,  and  many  members  of  my  la- 
mily.  She  attempted  to  lull  mc  ii.to  a 
treacherous  fecurity,  an  I  to  find  means 
to  cut  me  off  clandellincly.  Her  troops 
advanced  from  all  lides  to  prefs  upon  my 
PafcauliC,  and  by  fo  doing,  rendered  diffi- 
cult the  lubtiltance  of  thebiave  foldiers 
under  uiy  command.  To  procure  their 
bread,  1  had  no  other  refource  left  them, 
than  to  enter  Wallarhia,  and  by  fo  doing 
Iruflrated  the  infidious  and  treacherous 
deligns  of  the  minilters  of  the  Grand  Sei- 
gnor, In»  o^her  refpech  I  fhall  always 
regard  tVe  Aullriun  territories,  and 
have  given^ftg  vnolt  pofiUVC  ordeis  for 
this  purpofe.^

PASSWAN  OGLOU. 

LONDON,  July  1802. 
Vederday  we  received  French'papers  Co  the 
15th  inll.  Their  contents  are  of  fome  im- 
portance! The  following  letter  received  or 
eke  13th,  by  the  miniftcr  of  the  marine,  ex- 
plains the  realbn  of  the  late  coercive  meafures 
ufed  toward  the  rebel  general : 

Head-$!jjj<ri'kiis  at  the  Cape, 

June  11. 

Citizen  Minister, 

I  informed  you,  in  one  of  my  laft  difpatch- 
es,  of  the  pardon  which  I  had  been  induced 
to  give  to  general  ToulTaint.  This  ambitious 
man,  from  the  moment  of  his  pardon,  did  not 
ctafe  to  plot  in  fecret. — Though  hi  forrender- 
ed,  it  was  becaufc  general  Chriftophc  and  Del- 
falines  intimated  to  him  that  he  clearly  law 
he  had  deceived  them,  and  that  they  were  de- 
termined to  continue  the  war  no  longer.  But 
being  deferted  by  them,  he  endeavored  to 
form  an  infurreclion  among  the  working  ne- 
groes, and  to  raile  them  in  a  mafs.  The  ac- 
counts which  I  received  from  all  quarters,  and 
from  general  Deffalines  hir.ifelf,  with  refpect 
to  the  line  of  conduct  which  he  held  iir.ee 
his  fubmiffion,  k  ft  no  room  for  iluub:  on  this 
fubjeft.  I  intercepted  fome  letters  which  he 
had  written  to  one  Fontaine,  who  was  his  a- 
gent  at  the  Cape.  They  afforded  an  unan- 
Iwerable  proof  that  he  was  engaged  in  a  con- 
tainer, and  that  he  was  anxious  to  regain  his 
former  influence  in  the  colony.  He  waited 
only  for  the  reljk  of  the  difeafe  among  th>: 
troops. 

"  In  thefe  circumftances  it  would  be  im- 
proper to  give  hiiii  time  to  mature  his  crimi- 
nal defipns.  I  ordered  him  to  be  apprehend 
ed:  a  difficult  talk,  but  it  lucccedcd  from  the 
excellent  difpofitions  made  by  the  general  oi 
divifion,  Brunet,  who  was  intruded  with  its 
execution,  and  the  zeal  and  ardor  of  citizen 
Ferari,  a  chief  of  fquadron,  and  my  aid  d 
camp. 

"  I  have  fent  to  Frar.ce,  with  ail  his  family, 
this  fo deeply  aerfidious  man,  who,  with  fo 
much  hypocrify,  has  done  us  fo  much  milchicf. 
I  be  government  will  determine  how  it  fliculd 
difgofe  of  him. 

Tin-  apprehcr.fion  of  general  TouilTaint 
occalioned  fome  diflurbance.-.  Two  leaders 
of  the  infnrgeants  are  already  in  cultody,  and 
I  have  ordered  :hcm  to  be  (hot.  About  a 
hundred  of  the  <-0r,fidcntial  pnrtizens  have 
been  lecured,  fome  of  whom  at:-  fent  on  board 
the  Ll  Muiren  :';igate,  which  is  under  orders 
for  the  Mediterranean,  and  the  reft  are  dlftri- 
buted  among  rhe  different  (hips  of  lhefquad> 
ron. 

"  I  am  daily  occupied  in  fettling  the  affairs 
of  the  colony  with  the  lead  poffible  inconve- 
nience ;  but  the  exceffive  heat,  and  the  dif- 
eafes  which  attacked  us,  render  it  a  talk  ex- 
tremely painfi|L  I  am  impatient  In  the  ap- 
proach of  the%ionthof  Septemj  er,  when  the 
feafon  will  reftore  us  all  or  acYinty. 

"  The  departure  of  ToulTaint  ha;  produced 
gen;ra!  joy  at  the  Cape. 

"The  commiffary  of  juftice,  Montperon 
is  dead.  The  colonial  prefect,  Benezech,  is 
breathing  his  lad.  The  adjutant  comnajid, 
ant,  Dampier,  is  dead  :  he  was  a  young  affi- 
cer  of  great  promife.  I  have  the  honor  to  h- 
lute  you.

CORK,  July  22. 
The  figns  of  weaknefs  and  diffolution 
exhibited  by  the  Turkifh  government, 
chiefly  appear  in  the  difobedience  to  its 
orders,  of  which  fo  many  Pachas  are 
daily  affording  examples.  Thofe  fent  a- 
gainft  the  arch-rebel,  Paffwan  Oglou, 
have  joined  him  with  their  refpeftive  di- 
vifions — fo  that  his  army  is  increaf'.d  to 
20,000,  fome  fay  40,000  men,  by  whom 
the  entire  of  Wallachia,  has  been  laid 
under  contribution  Another  Pacha  na- 
med Georgi  Ofman,  is  committing  equal 
ravages  in  the  neighborhood  of  Adrian- 
ople,  againft  whom  the  Captain  Pacha 
was  about  to  march  in  perfon. — h  is  diffi- 
cult to  forefee  any  other  termination  to  this 
diforganized  ftate  of  things, except  that 
of  which  Poland  lately  furnifhed  a  lamen- 
table precedent  ;  and  it  will  very  much 
depend  on  the  moderation  of  the  prefent 
European  fovereigns,  whether  we  fhall 
not  immediately  fee  that  precedent  «K 
pcated.
